URGING HIM TO SUBMIT 


Captive Is Visited by Former Mem- 
bers of His Cabinet—McKin- 
ley Will Give Aguinaldo 
No Chance To Pose 

as a Martyr. 


Manila, March 29.—Aguinaldo today 

conferred in the Tagalog language, at the 
Malacanan palace, with several former 
members of his cabinet and other promi- 
nent Filipinos whom he had asked to 
see, They explained to him the hopeless- 
ness of the insurgent cause and advised 
him to use his influence to establish 
peace and for the recognition of Amer- 
ican sovereignty. The result of the con- 
ference is as yet unknown. 
_ Aguinaldo is now detained in a com- 
fortable room in a wing of the Malaca- 
nan palace. He is in charge of Captain 
Benjamin H. Randolph and Lieutenagt 
Gilbert A. Youngberg, of Battery G, 
Third artillery. 

When Aguinaldo was captured he wore 
@ plain dark blue suit, with the coat 
closely buttoned at the throat, and a 
wide, white helmet, with a leather band. 
He takes his capture philosophically. 
He is generally cheerful but sometimes 
moody. His health during the past year 
has been very good. It is uncertain the 
attitude he will now assume. 


No Reporters See Aguinaldo. 


Certain visitors are permitted to see 


Aguinaldo, but newspaper interviews with 
the prisoner are not allowed. Since 
Aguinaldo has been domiciled at the Mal- 
acanan pajace persons not provided with 
special permits have beef denied admis- 
sion. to the grounds. 

General Trias, the commander of the in- 
surgent forces in southern Luzon, who 
recently surrendered to the American 
authorities, visited Aguinaldo and told 
the latter why he surrendered. Trias said 
that a continuance of armed opposition 
to the United States was unjustifiable 
end fulrious, that the independence of the. 
Philippines was impossible and that the 
Filipinos should better accept Ilfberty, 
prosperity and progress under American 
rule. 

The capture of Aguinaldo, following 
the surrender of General Trias will prob- 
ably ocresion the surrender of the insur- 
gent leaders, Malavar, in Batangas 
province, Luzon, Bellarmino ,in Albay 
province, Luzon, and Lucban, in the 
isiand of Samar, within a month. 

Many people visited the residence of 
General and Mrs. Funston on the Calle 
Real, in the suburb of Ermita. The gen- 
eral modestly declined to talk. Mrs. 
Funston was evidently the happiest wo- 
Man in the Philippine islands. 

High Reward for Funston. 

General Funston has been recommend- 
ed for the highest practicable reward. It 
ia believed here that he will recelve an 
appointment as brigadier pay in the 
regular armv. 

On afriving in these waters the United 
States gunboat Vicksburg stopped eight 
miles out and, in response to a signal ex- 
changed with Corregidor island, a launch 
appeared from, the shore of Corregidor 
and Aguinaldo was quickly transferred 
to the launch, which steamed up the 
Pasig river to the wharf at the back of 
the Malacanan palace, where the prison- 
er disembarked almost unnoticed. 

Some hours elapsed before the news of 
Aguinaldo’s capture was generally 
known. The fact that he was a prisoner 
caused joy and opngratulation among 
the Americans. The native population 
was pathetic. There was no particular 
excitement anywhere. 

After being convinced of Aguinaldo’s 
capture General Geronimo, the insurgent 
leader in the province of Morong, Luzon, 
has surrendered with six officers, 46 men 
and fifty rifles to Colonel J. Milton 
Thompson, of the Forty-second regiment, 
at San Mateo. 

As the news of Aguinaldo’s capture 
spreads through the archipelago the in- 
surgents are becoming disheartened and 
there is a marked increase in the number 
of individual surrenders. 

Gailles Is Outlawed. 

General Caltles, who is practically out- 
lawed on account of his atrocious crimes, 
sent an emissary to General Bates, who 
answered that he must surrender uncon- 
ditionally and stand trial. 

The former insurgent officers and the 
Macabebe scouts who took part in the 
capture of Aguinaldo will probably re- 
celve a monetary reward. The amount 
has not been specified, It has also been 
recommended that every man participat- 
ing in the capture of Aguinaldo receive 
a Special medal. 

The first execution in Manila under 
American rule took place today at Fort 
Malate, whére five natives were hanged 
for the murder of Archibald Wilson, an 
Englishman, superintendent of the water 
works. The motive for the murder was 
robbery. 

Twelve thousand Filipinos have taken 
the oath of allegiance to the United 
States at San r South Ilocos 
province.

Colonel McClure has been in editorial 
charge of The Times since its establish- 
ment in 1875. He began his journalistic 
work fifty-five years ago, as the editor 
of a weekly paper in Chambersburg, Pa. 

During his conection with The Times, 
Colonel McClure has never let slip an op- 
portunity to do what he could for the 
south. He was greatly interested in the 
industrial development oft he southern 
states and has made numerous addresses 
in that section, urging the people to de- 
velop its resources. 
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Funston's reward or to the punishment 
of Aguinaldo. 

The president and all members of the 
cabinet are in favor of the most. liberal 
and substantial recognition of the service 
.porfermed by General Funston. There 
was some discussion of the question of 
making him a brigadier general in the 
regular army, but it was thought that 
full reports should be awaited before ac- 
tion was taken. The matter probably will 
be allowed to rest where it is for the 
present. Genera] Funston is holding a 
volunteer commission as a brigadier gen- 
eral, which will not expire until June 30th 
of this year, so that so far as the honor 
and emoluments are concerned his stand- 
ing would not be prejudiced by the delay. 

The view of the majority of the cabinet 
was that the time is not yet ripe to decide 
what course should be pursued in the dis- 
position of Aguinaldo. It is felt that 
some little time should elapse to permit 
an opportunity to deliberate carefully 
over what course would prove the wisest, 
whether he can be of any service to the 
United States government by remaining 
at Manila and exerting his influence in 
the direction of peace, whether it would 
be dangerous to permit him to remain so 
close to the field of insurrectionary ac- 
tivity, or whether even if it would be best 
to send him among the other insurgent 
prisoners on the island of Guam. There 
is no disposition to deal otherwise than 
leniently with him, but there are various 
questions that will have to be considered 
in the case, as, for instance, whether 
he personally instigated assassinations of 
Americans and similar offenses, which 
some of the members of the cabinet feel 
should call for same penalty. It cannot 
be too emphatically stated that the ad- 


| ministration wilt avid giving the cap 


tured leader any basig for posing as a 
martyr. The trend of views as expressed 
by the cabinet indicated that ultimate 
transportation to some place of confine- 
ment outside of the Philippines was the 
course most likely to be adopted. 


END OF REBELLION IS NEAR. 


Dispatches from MacArthur An- 
mounce Surrender of Leaders. 
Washington, March 29.—An important 
dispatch was received at the war depart- 
ment today from General MacArthur at 
Manila, dated today. It did not refer to 
Aguinaldo or Funston, but jn the opinion 


of the war department officials: it went 


lar to support the prediction mada by 
General MacArthur in yesterday's dis- 
patch relating to those two leaders, to 
the effect that the end of the rebellion 
is near at hand. This dispatch chroni- 
cles the surrender of a considerable ad- 
ditional number of rebels and military 
arms, and the important feature of it is 
that the surrender marks the complete 
stamping out of the insurrection in the 
island of Mindanao, which is, next to 
Luzon, the largest island in the Philip- 
pine group. The dispatch is as follows: 

“Manila, March 29.—Brigadier Gencral 
William A. Kobe reports surrender Su- 
mulao, Mindanao, nine -officers; 160 men, 
187 rifles, 80 shotguns, Caplatrane's com- 
mand. This ends trouble Mindanao as far 
as Filipinos concerred.

FUNSTON WILL BE BRIGADIER. 


Believed That President Will Pro- 
mote Him. 

Washington, March 29.—In view of Gen- 
eral MacArthur's specific recommenda- 
tion, indorsed by General Wheaton, that 
Genéral Funston be apointed a brigadier 
general in the regular army, there seems 
to be no doubt in well informed quarters 
that the president will comply promptly: 
with these recommendations. 

Contrary to a general impression, Gen- 
eral Funston's appointment as a briga- 
dier general would not necessarily mean 
his enforced promotion to the head of 
the army in consequence of the retire- 
ment of officers now his superiors in 
rank. 

Whether his advancement would be 
slow or rapid would depend altogether 
upon the wishes of the chief exécutive. 
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SYMPATHY FOR AGUINALDO. 


London Editor Says He Was Cap- 
tured by Gross Treachery. 
London, March 29.—The Saturday Re- 

view will say tomorrow: 

The news of the capture of Aguinaldo 
may be welcome, as meaning the end of 
a war which is still wasting life and 
ruining prosperity in the Philippines; but 
for Aguinaldo himself, whose capture 
was effected by a gross act of treachery, 
there must be general sympathy. 

“He gave the Americans invaluable 
assistance in the capture of Manila, and 
in the previous maneuvers. He proved 
a faithful ally until, partly owing to a 
change of policy in Washington and part- 
ly to a want of tact among the American 
generals, suddenly broke out between the 
allies. Dewet is probably the finer gen- 
eral, but Aguinaldo is the finer character. 
Considering his antecedents, Aguinaldo 
has proven himself singularly humane. 
He has displayed, moreover, a genius for 
inspiring scattered tribes with his own 


énthusiasm for the freedom which was 
promised him.“ 


HE WANTS AGUINALDO HERE. 


Lopez Cables the Filipino Leader To 
Come if He Can. 
Boston, March 29.—Senor Sixto Lopez 
has sent the following cablegrams to 
Aguinaldo and Mabini: 


“Aguinaldo, care General 
Manila—Request American 
send you with Mabini to

“Mabini, care Military Governor, Guam. 
—Aguinaldo captured, I have cabled him 
to request American authorities to send 
you with him to America.

‘“SIXTO LOPEZ.”’ 


In reference to the above Senor Lopez 
has issued the following statement: 

“I believe it is the wish of the American 
people to know the truth about many 
things connected with this war, as well 
as to obtain an authoritative statement 
of the attitude of the Filipinos toward 
American sovereignty. I do not know of 
two men better fitted to give such in- 
formation than Aguinaldo and Mabini. 

“Almost all the statements that have 
hitherto been made are from American 
sources. It would, therefore, only be fair 
that two representative Fillpinos should 
be allowed to give their opinions about 
the Americans and to speak on behalf of 
their fellow countrymen. 

“The bringing of Aguinaldo and Mabini 
to America can do no injury to truth and 
justice and I assume that both desire to 
know the truth and to do justice.“ 

Young on Funston’s Success. 

San Francisco, March 29.—Major Gen- 
eral S. M. B. Young, who arrived from 
Manila today on the transport Logan, 
said: 

“General Funston’s exploit was one of 
remarkable bravery and he is deserving 
of the highest recognition at the hands 
of our government. This talk about ‘West 
Point influence’ is all bosh. If any such 
statements have been made that gradu- 
ates of West Point or men who have 
risen from the ranks will oppose Funs- 
ton’s advancement it has come from the 
lips of disappointed officers. No good offi- 
cer or gentleman would belittle such a 
brave achievement.“ 

General Young, in speaking of the ef- 
fect of the capture of Aguinaldo on the 
situation in the islands, said he believed 
that troops would have to be kept there 
but six months longer. He did not think 
it would be wise to bring them all away, 
however, for there waz a large number of 
marauding bands throughout the islands 
who would have to be kept under subjec- 
tion. 

It will take at least two generations,” 
said the general, to get the Filipinos to 
understand the meaning of self guvern- 
ment as we understand it. The Filipino 
idea is to have the country parceled out 
among the leaders and they will rule the 
people and get all they can out of them. 
We will have to look to the children of 
the babies over there now to get the mat- 
ter on a correct basis.“

FIRE DEVOURS 


PALACE HOTEL 
AT RICHMOND 


Famous Jefferson, Built by Ginter 
at Cost of Millon, in 
Ashes, 

NO GUESTS GREMATED 
FAR AS CAN BE LEARNED 


Late When Fire Was Discovered and 
Panic Prevailed—Many of the 
Guests t Everything. 
Statue of Thomag Jef- 
ferson Destroyed. 
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Richmond, Va., March 30.—- Richmond to- 
night suffered her greatest disaster by 
fire since the burning of the Spotts wood 
hotel on Christmas eve, 1870. 

The Jefferson Hotel, the magnificent 
structure built and furnished by the late 
Lewis Ginter at a Cost of about $1,000,000, 
is in ashes. | | 

The hotel was constructed of buff 
brick with granite foundation, and was 
regarded as. semi-fire proof. It burned 
like tinder. The building covered half a 
block in the ultra-fashionable part of 
the city, fronting on West Main and 
Franklin streets. 

The flames broke out in the upper 
part of Main street side, spread with a 
tremendous rush, and soon that part of 
the building was a seething mass of 
fire. Prompt measures were taken to 
awaken and alarm the guests, and soon 
these were rushing through the corridors 
in wild confusion. 

No Lives Lost. 

As far as known, no lives were lost, 
but several people were injured by fall- 
ing down stairs, or bv being struck by 
pieces of timber. One man had his hip 
broken. The police were early called up- 
on to prevent stealing from the rooms, 
but despite their efforts there was con- 
siderable looting. A number of arrests 
were made. 

The flames were discovered in the linen 


+ rooms in the upper part of the Main 


street side shortly before midnight. In 
a short time that portion of the structure 
was a mass of flames. 

Many of the guests had retired for the 
night, but all were quickly aroused and 
the lobbies were soon filled with an ex- 
cited crowd of half-dressed men and wo- 
men, many of them clasping such valua- 
bles as they could lay their hands on in 
their hurried flight. Many of the guests 
who were domiciled in this part of the 
hotel lost all of their wearing apparel, 
except what they had on. 

It was believed up to 12:30 o’clock this 
morning that the Franklin street portion 
of the hotel could be saved, but a sud- 
den shift of the wind threw the flames in 
that direction and at 2 o’clock this (Satur- 
day) morning the hotel was a complete 
wreck. 

Jefferson’s Statue Ruined. 

The Jefferson boasted of many fine 
works of art. Among them was Valen- 
tine’s notable statue of Jefferson. This 
was of marble and stood in the Franklin 
street entrance of the building. He- 
roic efforts were made to save this work 
of art, but they were ineffectual, and the 
beautiful piece was wrecked. 

There was some difficulty experienced 
in arousing the guests and getting them 
out safely, but all were removed from 
the floors before the fire reached them. 
They were, as fast as possible, despatched 
to the other hotels in the city and many 
private homes in the neighborhood were 
thrown open for their benefit. As much 
of the baggage and personal effects of 
the guests as could be collected was re- 
moved to neighboring homes, where it 
was placed under guard of policemen until 
it can be claimed. 

In the hotel was a large party from 
Montreal, Cannada. They were hastily 
aroused and all escaped without injury, 
but all of their baggage was lost. 

It is impossible, owing to the confusion, 
to say how many people were in the hotel 
at the time the fire broke out. 

Notwithstanding the late hour, an im- 
mense crowd gathered and watched the 
progress of the fire and the work of the 
firemen, | 

Many Women Wept. 

Richmond, Va., March 30.—At 3 o’clock 
this morning the two towers of the build- 
ing are still standing, as also is part of 
the Franklin street front, but the latter 
is a wreck. 

During the progress of the fire thou- 
sands of people gathered in the vicinity 
and many women wept as they contem- 
plated the work of destruction. Except 
for the general confusion there were no 
startling incidents. 

Immediately upon the discovery of the 
fire, which was eating into the ceiling of 
the linen room, the hotel fire apparatus 
was brought into play, but the hose burst. 
Attendants then dashed through the 
building awakening the guests, many & 
whom were sleeping and had to be drag- 
ged out of bed. 

Most of the guests in the Franklin 
street end of the hotel saved their bag- 
gage, and finally the Jefferson statue was 
gotten out with the head broken off. 
The guests in the part where the fire 
started lost their baggage. — 

Owing to the height of the building 
the fire department was at great dis- 
advantage, The fire made an immense 
blaz: and practically wakened up the 
entire city. There were no thrilling es- 
capes.

GRIGGS OUT OF THE CABINET.

LAW OF ASSOCIATIONS BILL. 


Measure Has Been Passed by the 
French Deputies. 

Paris, March 3#.—The law of associa- 
tions bill, one of the most important 
measures considered by the French par- 
liament during the last decade, was pass- 
ed last evening by the chamber of depu- 
tles by a vote of 308 to 220 amid pro- 
longed ministerial cheers. 

M. Georges Trolullot (republican) re- 
porter for the committee having the bill 
in charge, closed his appeal for its pass- 
age with the following impressive decla- 
ration: 

„To our country, divided by political 
revolutions, the republic gives a law 
which offers to its adversaries the great- 
est liberty, the right to unite freely. No 
government, no chamber ever raised to 
so high a degree of respect the principles 
and sentiments of republican duty.“ 

The rightists protested against these re- 
marks, but their voices were drowned in 
the loud applause raised by ‘the leftists. 
The vote was then taken. 

The chamber had previously disposed of 
the concluding articles of the bill with- 
out change, with the exception of article 
18, which was modified by the adoption of 
an amendment proposed by M. Gustave 
L’Hopiteau, radical republican, providing 
that the property of illegal congregations 
should not be confiscated by the state on 
their dissolution, but that the question 
of the rightful holders should be decided 
by the courts. 

The effect of the amendment will not be 
to prevent the property going to the state, 
but to give legal sanction to the seizure. 
M. L’Hopiteau explained that the object 
was to remove any anxiety which might 
be aroused among the people that prop- 
erty rights were endangered. 

The chamber adjourned to May 14th. 
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THEY ARE HELD FOR ARSON. 


Walter and Bradshaw, of Washing- 
ton, Are Under Arrest. 
Washington, March 29.—On a bench 
warrant issued by Chief Justice Bingham, 
of the district supreme court, at the re- 
quest of Governor Smith, of Maryland, 
John H. Walter, real estate agent, and 
Aaron Bradshaw, clerk in the district 
government building, well-known in 
Washington, were arrested today on the 
charge of arson, made by the Montgom- 
ery county, Maryland, authorities. Gran- 
ville C. Shaw, a decorator, was arrested 
on the same charge late last night. A 
warrant is also out for arrest of Thom- 
as H. Pickford, a well-known real es- 

tate agent and grocer. 

An indictment presented by the Mont- 
gomery county grand jury and accompa- 
nying the governor’s requisition, alleges

President Mitchell and Com- 


mittee Will Not Order Great 
Strike on April Ist 


TAKE WHAT is OFFERED 
AND WILL KEEP AT WORK 


Operators Speak of the Decision as 
a Graceful Backdown on the 
Part of Mitchell — Few 
Concessions Were 
Granted. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., March 29.—The threat- 
ened strike of 143,000 miners in the hard 
coal region will not take place. At @ 
meeting of the executive commitee of the 
United Mine Workers of the three an- 
thracite districts, held in this city today, 
it was decided that the men should con- 
tinue at work. 

This commitee was given arbitrary 
power by the general convention of min- 
ers, held at Hazelton in the forepart of 
the month, to declare a strike if the cir- 
cumstances warranted it. In the opinion 
of the committee, in a lengthy address 
issued this afternoon, and which was pre- 
pared by Mr. Mitchell himself, the cir- 
cumstances did not warrant a strike at 
this time. 

Some members of the committee, so ft 
is said, were in favor of pursuing a rad- 
ical course, on the ground that if the 
operators did not recognize the miners’ 
union now the opportunity would be lost 
forever. President Mitchell, however, 
soon convinced the committee that a con- 
servative course was the only one to pur- 
sue at this time. 

A numbér of coal operators, when 
shown the statement issued by the com- 
mittee, said it was a graceful backdown 
on Mitchell's part, but they give the pres- 
ident of the mine workers credit for his 
conservative policy. It is conceded that 
if so desired, he could have made a 
great deal of trouble. 

On the whole, the miners are well 
pleased with the action of the committee. 


The happiest man in town tonight is Rev. 


E. S. Phillips, the Hazelton priest who did 
so much to bring about a peaceful settle- 
ment of the differences between the oh 
ators and miners. He sald: 

„Well, there is everything to be thank- 
ful for. A strike would have meant 
much misery to all classes.”’ 

Address to Miners. 

The general committee issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

‘‘Wilkesbarre, Pa., March 29.—Miners 
and Mine Workers of the Anthracite Re- 
gion: Gentlemen—Pursuant to the instruc- 
tions adopted at the Hazleton convention, 
your committee, cénsisting of national 
and district officers, have made every 
possible effort to arrange a joint confer- 
ence of operators and miners prior to 
April 1, 1901. The resolution provided that. 
full power was vested in the executive 
board, the district and national officers, 
to determine the policy and movements 
of our organization, even to the extent of 
ordering a suspension of work should we 
fail to establish a general joint confer- 
ence with the operators. 

“In prosecuting the duties assigned to 
us, your committee addressed a commu- 


‘nication to each of the presidents of the 


coal carrying railroads, inviting them to 
join us in holding a joint conference with 
representatives of the mine workers. 
Failing to receive any favorable replies 
to our invitations, a sub-committee, com- 
posed of the national and district presi- 
dents, proceeded to the city of New York 
and through the instrumentality and as- 
sistance of influential friends of organized 
labor a conference was secured with 
representatives of the coal carrying ra- 
roads, at which your committee presented 
the claims of the mine workers in as able 
and lucid a manner as they were capable 
of. The representatives of the operators 
listened attentively to the presentation 
of our arguments, and while they would 
not agree to meet in general joint con- 
ference with the miners this year, they 
did agree that the notices which were 
posted continuing the advance in w 
until April 1, 1902, and agreeing to take 
up and adjust with their mine employees 
any grievances they might have, should 
be interpreted and construed to mean 
that such grievances should be considered 
and adjusted with representatives or com- 
mittees of the mine workers; and they 
held out the hope that if during the pres- 
ent year the mine workers demonstrated 
their willingness and ability to abstain 
from engaging in local strikes, full and 
complete recognition of the organisation 
would unquestionably be accorded at a 
future date. 


Failed To Get All Concessions. 


„While your committee regrets to report 
that they were unable to secure all the 


concessions we hoped for and believe we 


are justly entitled to, we are of the opin- 
ion that the willingness of the various 
coal companies to receive committees 
representing mine workers for the adju- 
dication of grievances records an im- 
portant advance step in the right direc- 
tion and presages more harmonious and 
equitable relations between employers 
and employees than have prevailed in 
the anthracite region heretofore.

Failure To Record Mortgage 
oes Not par f. 


SPEER RENDERS A DECISION 


Judge of United States Court 
Passes Upon a Question Which 
Is of to Banks 
and Other Money 
Lenders. 


— 


Macon, Ga., March 20—(Special.)—Judge 
Speer made a ruling in the United States 
court today which ig, of special interest 
to banks and other tenders of money. On 
delivering the decision of A. Proudfit, 
referee in bankruptcy,in the case of C. C. 
Bunch, bankrupt, on the petition of J. D. 
Coffee, mortgagee, Jude Speer rendered 
the following opinion: 


“The question ffivolved in this discus- 
sion is whether the re to record a 
mortgage executed ‘four months 
prior to the proceeding in bankruptcy. 
and which therefore thakes a preference 
constituting an act of bankruptcy, should 
deprive the mortgagee of his right to a 
specific lien co-extensive with the terms 
of the mortgage upon the assets of the 
bankrupt. he question, while there is 
much seeming conflict of authority de- 
pends, in our judgment, upon two consid- 
erations. First, was the mortgagor in- 
solvent at the time of the execution of 
the mortgage, and, second, did the mort- 
— know of the insolvency, or had he 

nowledge of facts which under the fa- 
miliar rule would put him on inquiry, and, 
on his failure to inquire would make him 
chargeable with notice of insolvency. The 
conclusion we have reached is the fol- 
lowing: Even though the mortgagor be 
insolvent if the. mortgagee acted in good 
faith as to the mortgage without knowl- 
edge of that insolvency and without the 
knowledge of facts which should put him 
on inquiry, and on his failure to inquire 
would make him chargeable with notice 
of that insolvency, which his inquiry 
would have — Seay and if he js also 
guilty of no fraud, he is, in our judgment, 
entitled to have the specific lien of his 
mortgage upon the assets of the bank- 
rupt respected by the court, even though 
it was not recorded. Of course this rul- 
ing is primarily applicable in this state 
where the record of a mortgage is per- 
missive and not obligatory. ‘ 

It is established in Georgia that the 
failure to record a mortgage does not 
affect the validity of the lien upon the 
assets of the mortgagor, and if the mort- 
gagee acting in accordance with the set- 
tled law of the state, in good faith takes 
action which has been long justified by 
the; decisions of the supreme appellate 
court, and does this in the ordinary 
course of business with no design to de- 
fraud others, he is enfitled to have his 
lien respected in the bankruptcy court, 
even though it results from a transaction 
which is an act of bankruptcy on the part 
of the mortgagor. It is, however, true 
that the failure to record such an instru- 
ment and the secrecy which results should 
always be considered as an important ele- 
ment of proof on the trial of the crucial 
question of notice of insolvency, when 
insolvency exists, or of fraud when fraud 
is charged. Each case must depend upon 
its own facts, and the propet etermina- 
tion of the question itself must be largely 
fixed by the policy of the state with re- 
gard to the record or registration. of. in- 
struments creating Hens of this general 
character. In eo far as the question is 
involved in the case at bar, we think that 
in view of the kinship of the parties to 
the mortgage, the character of the busi- 
ness, the general atmosphere which. en- 
virons such a business in such communli- 
ties, as that in which it was carried on, 
and particularly since the parties had 
many mutual financial dealings running 
through a long period relating to the 
business of the bankrupt, it seems clear 
enough that the mortgagee had notice of 
the insolvency of the latter, and in this 
particular case he must be dented the 
specific lien upon the assets of the bank-

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Memphis, Tenn., March 29.—(Specia).)— 
John Shaw. the young negro arrested for 
criminally assaulting Purcie Rushton, a 
twelve year old school girl, was placed on 
trial in the criminal eourt today. The 
eViflelice against the prisoner is damaging. 
Shaw caught the little girl, wearing short 
resses, dragged her into the woods and 
_ ageauited her. He told the child he would 
kill her ff she spoke to her parents of 
the crime. . 

Several large delegations of country- 
men from near the home of the girl are 
here and otfrers wilt Grrive tonight. They 
talk of lynching, but Memphis hopes to 
avoid a necktie party by reason of the 
confederate reunion. 

Long before the hour for court to con- 
vene today the big courtroom was 
thronged. After looking the crowd over, 
Judge Cooper decided to clear the aisle 
and put the crowd back of the court rail- 
ing, forcing the people to take seats. Over 
twenty-five deputies were present to pre- 
vent a demonstration, should one occur. 

As the negro walked down the long 
aisle, deputies stood on either side to 
prevent him being harmed. The boy 
seemed to walk firmly, but was very ner- 
yous. Presently, when Shaw took his 
seat by the side of his attorney, a smile 
crept over his face. The aged .mother, 
with a pink sunbonnet on her head, wear- 
ing a clean white apivn and dark dress, 
greeted the prisoner. His father occu- 
pied a chair, but said nothing as young 
Shaw approached. 

While selecting a jury, the prisoner 
seemed cool and collected. Since his in- 
earceration Shaw has always stoutly de- 
nied his guilt, claiming that at the hour 
the crime is alleged to have been com- 
mitted he was working on the place of 
Mrs. Jennie Goldsby, white, and will be 
able to prove an alibi, establishing his 
Innocence. On the other hand. the little 
girl has positively identified him as the 
man who committed the deed. 

Tonight the county jail is under heavy 
guard. Shaw returned last night from 
Nashville, where he has been for safe 
keeping. His trial has been kept as quiet 
as possible.

SHOWS INSANITY IN FAMIL 


Defendant Goes on the Witness 
Stand and Reviews the 
Killing.

Lexington, Ky., March 9.—(Speclal.)— 
The testimony of Richand T. Nugent, who 
killed William Mahoney here last January, 
was completed today and the case will be 
given the jury tomorrow. The defense 
put Nugent on the stand and had him 
tell the story of his rounds on the day 
preceding and on the morning of the Kul- 
ing.

SCHOOLS ARE BADLY CROWDED. 


Superintendent of Education Sub- 
mits His Report. 

Opelika, Ala., March 29.—(Special.)—Fig- 
ures from the office of the county super- 
intendent of education of this county 
show that there are in this county over 
ten thousand children of school age, and 
of that nva@ber less than five thousand 
are attending school on account, mainly, 
of the absence of the proper facilities. 
There are sixty white schools with sixty- 
two teachers, and fifty-five colored 
schools with fifty-seven teachers. ‘The 
regroes in this county have practically 
even school facilities with the whites, 
while they pay only 5 per cent of the 
proyerty taxes of the county. There are 
4,000 white and 6,300 colored children who 
should be in school, but who cannot go. 
The average school year for the white 
children is eighty days, while that for 
the colored is seventy. 

The white teachers’ salary averages 
327 ari the colored ones average $20. The 
money available in this county for 1901 
is $10,000, and it should be $25,000 to give 
all the advantage that he schools now 
furnish to those who are attending.

Rutherfordton, N. C., March 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)— Hon. Michael Hoke Justice, who 
has just been appointed superior court 
judge of the fourteenth North Carolina

Negroes Out of the Game. 


As a result of the recent colored mass 
meetings, it has been decided by the 
mayor to close the negro “honky-tonks” 
and dives in Franklin street. 

Strange to say the police have always 
heen opposed to the closing of these 
establishments, on the grounds that they 
were-a great convenience in the arrest 
of negro criminals. Whenever the po- 
lice were looking for & negro murdgrer 
or burglar they went at once to the 
honky-tonks and called for their man. 
He was certain to be there, and the pro- 
prietor of the establishment turned him 
over to the police at once. But where 
these places helped the police to arrest 
criminals, they helped to educate and 
graduate criminals as well. The better 
class of colored people have asked the 
mayor to close the negro dives, declar- 
ing that they were the cause of most of 
the negro crime and vice in New Orleans. 
The dance houses were first closed and 
then the gambling saloons, known as 
„olubs.“ Finally the all-night permits 
were withdrawn and the last order pro- 
hibits music in the negro barrooms. They 
are to be allowed to run as liquor saloons, 
and nothing else. This, it is thought, 
will render them less popular as loafing 
places on the part of the negroes and 
tend to discourage crime among them.

As for the illumination of the streets by 
electricity, the city itself will take entire 
charge of the matter as soon as its con- 
tract with the Edison Electric Light Com- 
pany runs out, as the newly installed 
sewerage and drainage plant, which is 
operated by electricity, will furnish all 
that is needed to thoroughly iight the 
city. It is thought that the cost of light- 
ing will be reduced by this arrangement 
to three-fourths of what it has been. 

Water Problem Settled 


It looks as though the water problem 
which has been worrying the sewerage 


and water board, has finally been set- 
tled. Of all the knotty problems before 
New Orleans this has been thé most diffi- 
cult—how to obtain & supply of water 
for drinking purposes. Heretofore. the 
city has depended mainly on cistern wa- 
ter, but with the increase in factories 
the water in the cisterns has grown stead- 
ily worse until it is now strongly objected 
to. Although the Mississippi is at its very 
front it cannot be used because the wa- 
ter is too muddy for drinking, and the 
mud and sediment it contains is of a 
character that cannot be readily filtered 
The problem of bringing water here was 
equally difficult for it was a question of 
where it could be obtained. The purest 
streams in the piny woods contain a per- 
centage of resin which causes the water 
to become spoilt in time. The water and 
bewerage board has had a scientific ex- 
periment station at Audubon working the 
Mississippi river water to see if some 
way could not be found to cleanse and 
purify it. All filtering processes were 
abandoned because of the cost, and it 
seemed probable that some plan of coagu- 
lation would be adopted.

The newspapers here say it is proposed 
to relieve the Japanese troops in the Chi- 
nese province of Pe-Chi-Li by a force 50 
per cent stronger. 

Although May is the usual month in 
which the relief of tne force at Seoul 
takes place, the relief of the troops there 
will take place immediately. Three offi- 
cers of the headquarters staff will also 
proceed to Korea. These movements, with 
the usual activity at the arsenals, is taken 
to point to the adoption of a strong policy 
by Japan.

There was à report in circulation here 
a few days ago thst all the naval and 
military attaches of the Japanese gov- 
ernment in this country and in other 
countries had been hastily summoned 
back to Japan to man Japanese warships 
in anticipation of early hostilities with 
Russia. This statement was promptly 
denied at the Japanese legation and the 
Japanese rainister laughingly declared 
that Japan‘has so many naval officers 
that ever if hostilities were to begin now 
there wculd be no occasion, for calling

Cuban Foes of Platt Amend- 
ment Triumph, 


EARLY VOTE NOT LIKELY 


It Is Believed That a Delegation 
Will Be Gent to Washington 
Before the Convention 
Acts on the Ques- 

tion. 


Havana, March 29.—Senor Villuenda, of 
the committee on relations of the Cuban 
constitutional convention, today signed 
the report of Juan Gualberto Gomez, thus 
placing a majority of the committee in 
opposition to the principal features of the 
Platt amendment. Neither the radicals 
nor the conservatives seem anxious to put 
the question to an immediate vote. The 
plan to send a delegation to Washington 
ig being first favorably considered. 

Little public interest is being manifested 
in the outcome. The convention itself is 
divided into warring political factions, lo- 
cal politics being the chief subject of dis- 
cussion. General Sanguilly has sent in 
his resignation, alleging that he could not 
abide by the vote of the Havana repubil- 
cans rejecting the amendment. 

It is doubtful ff the convention would 
accept the amendment, as the republican

though they have been repudiated by 
their party for voting aga™Mmst the amend- 
ment, still hold their seats, Radically op- 
posite views are held by different groups 
of the same party, and this tends to sub- 
stantiate the assertion of the conservative 
press that the opposition to fhe amend- 
ment is centered in Havana and that the 
delegates do not represent the féeling of 
their constituents.

In passing through the city, 1 see in every 
ward beautiful garden lots that have not been 
cultivated in years. If the parties who own 
these lots and those who rent them would 
cultivate them, they would reap some of the 
following results: Since cultivated land about 
the home is more healthy than idle land, it 
woald make the home and city more healthy 
to cultivate these idle gardens and vacant 
lots, 

Again, it improves the health of the fam- 
ily to rise early and work in their garden. 
Here important lessons might be taught the 
children in gardening and thereby create @ 
spirit in them for such exercises rather than 
wasting their time on the streets. 

Then we would rave the delightful pleasure 
of having vegetables from our own garden, 
raised by our own hand, and in the mean- 
time we would save all the money we would 
have spent in buying vegetables that were 
gathered at midnight and carried several miles 
in the strict sénse of the word, those vege- 
tables are not fresh. ‘ 

Now let us have a year of city gardening. 
Let us help beautify the city, cultivating the 
garden and vacant lots. Bishop L. H. Halsey, 
D. D., at 339 Auburn avenue, is one of the 
best gardeners I have met in years. He raises 
the finest cabbage, celery, strawberries and 
such products right on his lot as has ever 
reached the Atlanta market from any point. 
This is something the man who rents can do 
as well as the man who owns his home. 

In my letter of last Sunday I referred to a 
new and sure way of how the police commis- 
sioners could clear Atlanta of the criminal ele 
ment of colored people whom it seems the po- 
lice cannot reach. This is to appoint about 
four good, sober, steady, reliable colored men 
as detectives. 

The suggestion seems to meet the approval 
of many citizens of both. races who wish law 
and order to prevail. The right kind of men 
in this place would soon clean out every den 
and dive in the city by actual arrests, It is 
a matter of impossibility for the police to get 
into these places unobserved. The most they 
can do is to make a raid and after a desperate 
foot race of several biocks catch one, frighten 
the others off for a. day or two, Two or three 
colored detectives could go in the den. and 
capture every occupant without any exciting 
foot races or pistol shots. Then the rest of 
our people would not have to bear the unjust 
accusation of harboring all the colored crimi- 
nals the officers can't catch. Another evidence 
of the truth of my position is the fact that 
most of the blind tigers of color captured 
are captured by colored assistance. A white 
man, much less one with brass buttons on, 
cannot get in sight of these places. Is it any 
wonder that crime is on the increase when it 
has itself, we might say, so intrenched and 
isolated that the officers of the law can’t reach 
them, And this is no fault of the officers, 
but rather one existing circumstance which 
must in some way for the good of the city, 
law and order be overcome, 

These are facts as they have been observed 
by me for the past twelve years, 

About a dozen colored men of Atlanta met 
on Monday night, March IIth, and organized 
a brick company, Thé company will at once 
apply for a charter and begin to operate, Some 
of the most experienced brickmakers in the 
south are identified with the movement, The 
shares, we learn, are $10 each, There is no 
use in trying to conceal the fact that the col- 
ored men of Atlanta are quietly sawing wood 
in business and saying nothing. Willis Mur- 
phy and son, C. C. Carter, Peter Eskridge, 
Elbert Wimbish, R. L. Jones, A. Jennings, 
D. P. Moyer, Charles McHenry and other suc- 
cessful grocers, three drug stores, ten physli- 
cians, three lawyers, John Shell, the leading 
hotel, poolroom and bar man; the several hack 
owners, the many coal dealers, restaurant keep- 
ers, the more than a hundred school teachers, 
the scores of tailors, hair dressers, printers and 
preachers, and typewriters and stenographers, 
contractors, carpenters, barbers, brickmasons, 
etc., all go to show that the colored citizens 
are quietly but surely identifying themselves 
with the professional and business interests of 
Atlanta and are doing their part in advertis- 
ing the city as a great business center. I 
hope our white friends will have the city’s best 
interest at heart will stick a pin here ani 
remember it. We are here together and the 
best element of both races must prepare to 
work out the so-called problem together, Good 
people govern, regardless of race, in a free re- 
public, and the bad regardiess of race must 
obey, Did you ever think of the real truth 
along this line after all? That there are only 
two classes of people on the broad, face of 
God’s earth—the good and the bad? Color cuts 
no ice in this matter; we must be either on 
one side or the other. All this white and 
black, Methodist, Congregationalist, Presbyte- 
rian, Christian Scientists, etc., do not amount 
to a row of beans. The standards of measure- 
ment are good and bad; if you cannot come 
up to the former you must take the latter, 
That is all.

Kaiser Urged Trops To Anni- 
hilate the Citizens, 


SPEECH CAUSES A STORM 


Empire Is Amazed at the Attack of 
the Emperor on Berlin—It Is 
Pointed Out That That 
City Was Never 
Disloyal. 


Berlin, March 29.—The conservative pa- 
pers today do not discuss Emperor Wi) 
liam’s speech to the Alexander Grenadier 
regiment at their new barracks yester 
day, but the liberal papers generally 
oc mment on his majesty’s utterances, 
emphasizing the statement that the em- 
reror is ill-informed concerning the char- 
acter of the March (188) revolution in 
Berlin. The National Zeitung expresses 
its inability to comprehend what current 
events induced the emperor to vefer to 
the revolution of 1848, and says that it 
Coes not see any signs of his majesty 
needing a body guard. 

The Vossiche Zeitung is also unable to 
see any occasion for the emperor’s words, 
since nobody in Berlin is thinking of rev- 
olution, and his majesty’s predecessors 
repeatedly recognized the loyalty of Ber- 
lin’s population. \ 

The Vorwaerts cites a number of pre- 
vious speeches of the emperor, exhorting 
the soldiers to fight for him when neces- 
sary, and claims that it has authentic 
information that his words were liter- 
ally as follows: 

“If the city of Berlin shoul again im- 
pudently and disobediently rise against 
the king, as in 18, then, my Grenadiers, 
it will be your duty, with the points of 
your bayonets, to annihilate the impu- 
dent and disobedient.” , 

The Tageblatt is amaged and asks 
what has occurred to justify the empor- 
cr’s words. It points out that the revo- 
lution of 1848 was not directed against the 
Hohenzollern dynasty and appeals from 
the ill-informed emperor to the emperor 
rightly informed.” 

According to The Kleine Journal, Em- 
peror William, during a toast last even- 
ing, said: 

“Attempts have been made to disturb 
the cordial friendship between Russia 
and Germany. It is certainly not my 
fault if such attempis have temporarily 
proved successful.“ 

The Berliner Tageblatt, which confirms 
this statement, asserts that the empcror 
made a speech, when replying to a toast 
to himself, in which he went deeply into 
politics, and especially the Russo-German 
relations and his own relations with the 
chief of the Emperor Alexander Greaa- 
— regiment, namely, Emperor Nicho- 
as. 

In the Prussian house of lords today, 
te flor Count Ziethen had saddjed the so- 
clalists and anarchists of Bremen with 
the offense of instigating the attack upon 
the emperor, Dr. Studt, minister of pud- 
lic worship and education, stigmatized 
the attempt as “due to the demoraliza- 
tion of youth,” and promised that public 
education would be so changed as to in- 
culcate a fear of God and respect for au- 
thorſty.“ 

The Hanover Courier says: 

“There is method in the fiction that the 
Bremen attempt was a deliberate, mur- 
derous assault. The conservatives, under 
all conditions, wish to make capital out 
of the atiempt. The pessimistic views of 
the emperor explain themselves in the 
light of authentic information that his 
majesty’s entourage are assiduously at 
werk to convince him that the attempt 
was a deliberate c-ime, although ihe 
Bremen court has not found the slightest 
confirmat'on of such a theory.“ 

The Berliner Neueste Nachrichten ap- 
proves the emperor’s sentiments on the 
ground that “socialists and anarchists 
constantly teach hatred of the kalser.“ 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung says: 

A revolution has not been planned by 
any party, not even by Herr Babel or 
Herr Singer, but nevertheless the possi- 
bility of such a thing must be consid- 
ered.“ 

The Cologne Gazette blames the em- 
peror for “throwing a new firebrand into 
pary strife,” declaring that there 18 no 
disposition anywhere to revolt. 

The Kreuz Zeitung considers the kais- 
er’s words regarding revolution as “timely 
and appropriate.“ 

The Tageliche Rundeschau regrets that 
the emperor dropped words which wili 
have a disastrous effect upon those hith- 
erto loyal,” and expresses a hope that 
he will not commit “faults which on for- 
mer occasions have led to revolutions.” 

The Berliner Post approves ‘his majes- 
ty's utterances, because the socialists are 
known enemies, whose programme coulu 
only be realized through bloodshed and 
revolution.“

The inspector munaged to in- 
duce him to board the Havana, which sail 
ed that day for this city. When the boat 
touched this port a detective was on hand 
and arrested Cosgrove. The prisoner was 
held in $10,000 bail for trial.

Limit to Size of Ships. 

San Francisco Chronicle: Naval con- 
structors and ship builders now agree 
that as to size and carrying capacity the 
limit of the ocean steamship is still a 
long way off. They predict tha steam- 
ers 3000 feet in length will be built 
in the near future. The Hamburg-Amer- 
jean line has ordered a vessel to be 
launched in 1903 which will be 750 feet 
in length, forty-six feet longer than the 
Oceanic, and 76 feet beam, or eight feet 
wider, while the vessel being builded for 
the North German Lloyd at Stettin is 
752 feet in length and is inofficially ie- 
ported to have a4 corresponding great 
beam. The old theory of two decades 
ago that the long steamer was in dan- 
ger of being broken in two in a heavy 
seaway is now untenable. Improvements 
in marine architecture and science make 
the modern steamship’s hull . strong 
enough to resist any shock the sea may 
give it. 

Coincident with this evolution in the 
size and capacity of the modern Atlantic 
passenger steamship speed has been in- 
creased. And the intense rivalry for 
public patronage has spurred the great 
companies concerned in the traffic to 
endeavor to excel in this respect. Each 
of the chief corporations engaged in the 
trade strives to secure the record for 
the quickest passage from port to port, 
for its achievement is considered as an 
immense advertisement for the line hold- 
ing it. A writer in Cassier’s Magazine 
represents that some of these Atlantic 
greyhounds are run at an actual loss 
to the companies owning them, but it 
is borne for the sake of the advertising 
which their record as fast sailers secures. 
The difference between the record-hold- 
ing Deutschland and any one of the 
other four fastest vessels owned by 
other tompanies amounts to only a few 
hours in the ocean passage, but it has 
a commercial value in the trans-Atlantic 
trade of sufficient magnitude to cause 
each one to strain everything to exceed 
it. As a result of this keen competition 
the following highest daily runs have been 
obtained in knots: Oceanic, 524; St. Paul, 
540: Lucania, 562: Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, 580, and Deutschland, 584. But to 
maintain this speed it cost the St. Paul, 
with only half the\displacement of the 
Deutschland, 300 tons of coal daily, and 
‘the latter, which is the largest coal con- 
sumer in the Atlantic trade, 570 tons. 
The Oceanic made her record of 524 knots 
with a coal consumption of 480 tons.

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CROOK TILLER 
TAKEN AT LAST 


Author of Host of Crimes Against 
the Government

OPERATED IN. THE SOUTH 


With an Accomplice He Would Rob 
Mail Boxes and Take Checks 
Contained in Business Let- 
-ters—His Accomplice 
Also Arrested. 


Omaha, Neb., March 29.—A man giving 
his name as John R. Hall, who was ar- 
rested in this city two days ago as a 
suspicious character, was today identified 
as Prentice Tiller, who is alleged to be 
the author of a host of crimes against 
the government and for whose arrest a 
number of rewards have been offered, 
said to aggregate several thousand dol- 
lars. 

His alleged accomplice, whose name is 
Fisher, is now under arrest at Hastings, 


Neb., and gives his name as Grant. Hall 
has confessed to the chief of police that 
on March Sth Grant and himself robbed 
the postoffice at Cincinnati of a draft 
for $500 and it is for this crime that 
Grant is being held at Hastings. 

Tiller is known to the police through- 
out the country and is said to have op- 
} erated in many cities of the south. The 
arrest of Hall or Tiller was made on 
information from Hastings. Tonight 
Chief Donahue received a telegram from 
Cincinnati to hold Tiller by all means. 


Draft a Forgery. 

Last Monday Fisher arrived in Hastings 
and attempted to cash a draft given by 
a bank of Piqua, O., in favor of George 
H. Grant. The cashier of the Hastings 
dank became suspicious and telegraphed 
the Piqua bank. The latter answered that 
the draft was a forgery and asked that 
the man be arrested, which was done. 
The police at Hastings learned that Fish- 
er had sent a valise to Omaha by express 
and notified the Omaha police to arrest 
the man calling for it. This was done and 
the man proved to be Prentice Tiller. To- 
night Fisher was brought to Omaha from 
Hastings by a United States deputy mar- 
shal and is in the city jail for safe keep- 
ing. Chief of Police Donahue received 
a telegram this evening from William A. 
Pinkerton as follows: 

We congratulate you upon your great 
arrest of Tiller and Fisher. You have two 
of the most desperate letter box thieves, 
bank sneaks and professional forgers in 
the United States. Hold them tight. Will 
write particulars.”’ 

Tiller talked freely tonight. He admit- 
ted his name was Tiller and said his home 
was in Louisville, Ky., where he had 
brothers and sisters living, but said his 
parents were dead. He is thirty-five 
years old, dresses well and is an easy 
talker. 

Tiller admitted having served penitenti- 
ary sentences for mail box robberies. He 
fs credited with operating in Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, St. Joseph, Kansas City and 
several southern and eastern cities. 

Wanted for Many Jobs. 

Cincinnati, March 29.—Postoffice Inspec- 
tor Holmes tonight stated that E. Pren- 
tice Tiller, under arrest at Omaha, and 
his alleged accomplice, Fisher, or H. G. 
Grant, as he was known here, are wanted 
in this city for a number of jobs. Last 
October two mail boxes were broken open 
and contents stolen. Most of the letters 
were from the Turner-Looker Company, 
and Langdon & Company, and contamed 
checks. The day following the theft four 
checks were presented at local banks and 
cashed. Where the check read “to or- 
der,“ a line was run through, and the 
words to bearer’ substituted. All the 
writing of the check was traced so that 
the ink would be all the same. 

They next appeared at Fort Wayne, 
Ind., where they robbed several boxes, 
but when attempting to pass a check 
they became suspicious and jumped to 
Richmond, Ind., where they succeeded in 
getting rid of the checks. They were next 
heard of in the east. 

On March 6th last they returned to this 
city and again robbed the same mail 
boxes and confiscated the letters therein. 
Some of these letters also contained 
checks sent out by the Turner-Looker 
Company and Langdon & Company. An 
attempt was made to cash one of the 
checks in Newport, Ky., but without suc- 
céss, and the layer-duwn escaped before 
the police arrived. Another attempt was 
made to get a local bank to cash one of 
the checks, through a messenger boy, but 
again the thieves escaped. 

Their Last Raid. 

In their last raid they secured a letter 
directed to Lenk Wine Company, of To- 
ledo, O., in which the Turner-Looker Com- 
pany complained about the shipment of 
wine. The thieves took this letter and 
added a postcript saying that Mr. Patti- 
son, a member of the firm, would call, 
and to show him all courtesies. 

The so-called Mr. Pattison then dropped 
off at Piqua and presented a check for 
which he obtained a deposit check for 
$417. He then went to Toledo and skipped 
out without paying his hotel bill. 

Another check was one for $1,200 given 
by the Weir Frog Company to the Leither 

oore Lumber Company, of Louisiana. 
Wednesday a message was received at 
the First National bank from Hastings, 
Neb.. asking if that check was good. 
Word was sent back to arrest the man, 
and later a telegram was received stat- 
ing that Grant was under arrest, and 
when searched a certificate of deposit for 
$417 on the Piqua bank was found on him, 
In that manner the men were connected. 

Onde Stole Over $100,000. 

St. Louis, March 29.—Acting Chief Post- 
office Inspector Sullivan received a tel- 
egram today from Inspectors Sin Clair 
and Swift, apprising him that they had 
effected the capture at Omaha of John 
Hall, alias Prentice Tiller, one of the 
most notorious crooks in the country. 

Tiller has a long record of crime, ex- 
tending back nearly twenty years, but he 
is best remembered for his first theft, 
when, by a bold and daring stroke, he 
stole more than $100,000 of the funds of 
the St. Louis branch of the Pacific Ex- 
press Company. He was captured by a 
mere chance, but not before he had 
made away with $15,000 of the money.

The Krim, Captain Irjues, sailed from 
this port January 25th for Vera Cruz, 
with a cargo of 2,200 tons of coal. Under 
ordinary conditions she snould have 
reached her destination in about ten days. 
Nothing has been heard cf her. 

The bark Severn, Captain Reed, sailed 
from Philadelphia for Baltimore and 
Hampton Roads last September end left 
that port for Santos. She has not since 


been reported. 

The schooner Florene, Coptain Chand- 
ler, left Port of Spain for Iniladelphia 
January 10th with asphalt and is long 


overdue. 


INTERESTING GOSSIP FROM 
THE FEDERAL CAPITAL 


Washington, March 29.—(Special.)—Rep- 
resentative Dave Mercer, of Nebraska. 
who went to Cuba just after congress 
adjourned, is back in Washington relat- 
ing some of the disagreeable experiences 
he encountered in Havana. He says it 
is a good place for Americans and Amer- 
ican capital to get away from. In his 
judgment the people of that island, as 
viewed by him, have no idea of adopting 
American methods in either business or 
social relations, and he does not believe 
they can be relied on to carry out any 
promises that they may make to this 
government. Some of the other con- 
gressmen who went to Cuba with Mr. 
Mercer viewed the situation from a dif- 
ferent standnoint; some of them goin 
to the extent of predicting that Cuba 
will be annexed to the United States 
within a period of ten years. If such 
a prediction were to come true, it will 
be but a verification of a statement 
made by Senator Frye, of Maine, the 
day he came to Washington to accept 
service on the peace commission at Paris 
to settle the Spanish war claims. 


Senator Hanna’s Washington residence 
adjoins a theater. A few nights ago he 
was standing in front of his house talk- 
ing with his personal friend and politi- 
cal lieutenant, Revresentative Dick, of 
Ohio. Colonel Dick wears his hair long 
and his face smoothly shaven. It is not 
strange, therefore, that a little urchin 
mistook these two distinguished states- 
men for ‘‘barn-storming’’ actors. The 
small boy approached them, and, ad- 
dressing Senator Hanna, said: “Say. 
mister, can’t you give me a pass to your 
show to see you act?“ 

I'm not an actor, bud.“ replied Sena- 
tor Hanna, and turning to Colonel Dick, 
added, That's a good one on me, Dick. 
I have sometimes been taken for a 
manager, but never before taken for an 
actor.“ The senator gave the boy the 
price of an admission to the show. 


Some of the postoffice officials who are 
particularly interested in the expansion 
of the rural free delivery service are 
becoming alarmed at the rapidity with 
which the appropriations are being ex- 
pended in certain states. It is asserted 
that many congressmen seek to have 
the rural free delivery service established 
in their respective districts simply for 
the amount of patronage involved and 
without regard to the general. benefit 
to the public service. This is said to be 
the case in several of the southern states 
particularly. 

It appears that experienced democratic 
congressmen, having grown weary of 
trying to secure federal patronage for 
their constituents under a _ republican 
administration, have hit upon the rural 
free delivery service as an avenue to the 
public crib. Every time a new rural 
free delivery route is established the 
congressman making the request is us- 
ually accorded the privilege of naming 
the person who is to perform the delivery 
service. These delivery agents or car- 
rfers feceive a compensation of $500 a 
year for service, including horse and 
wagon. In some parts of the United 
States $500 a year is regarded as a salary 
worth striving for. A prominent post- 
office official, in commenting upon this 
subject, said: “You would be surprised 
to know how hungry are congressmen in 
certain states for these little places. In 
almost every instance they manage to be- 
stow them upon some member of their 
immediate family or some near relative 
or personal friend. If I wanted to as- 
semble family parties in certain states, 
I would at once go to the official record 
of the rural free delivery service as 
my directory, I have in mind one case 
where a member of congress had his 
son appointed as a special agent to 
recommend the establishment of a new 
route and postoffice. The postoffice wag 
named after the congressman and the 
postmaster is a member of the same 
family, so that his family name figures 
in four separate transactions. This is 
but one instance. I might mention many 
others of a similar nature. As a rule 
— 1 congressman keeps this 
class of patronage strict] 
family circle.” .

It is 
said that Mr. Knox has his business af- 
fairs so arranged that he can assume 
charge of the office at once, although it 
ig not expected that he «ill come here 
to remain until a week or so after Mr. 
Griggs retires. In the interval it is prob- 
able that Solicitor General Richards will 
be the acting head of the department of

Wrapped in Blanket, Millionaire 
Rice Exercised on Floor, 


SHORT AND MEYARS TAKER 


They Are Witnesses to Patrick Will 
and It Is Charged They Knew 
It Was Forged — Physi- 
cian Tells of Rice’s 
Habits. 


New York, March 29.—There were two 
new arrests this afternoon in connec- 
tion with the proceedings against Albert 
T. Patrick, who is accused of causing 
the death of William Marsh Rice. The 
men arrested are David L. Short and Mor- 
ris Meyers, witnesses to what is known as 
the Patrick will,“ alleged to have been 
made by Rice. The arrests were made 
on affidavits made by two assistant dis- 
trict attorneys, charging that Short and 
Meyers signed their names as witnesses 
to a will known by them to be. forged. 

The hearing in the case of Albert T. 
Patrick was resumed before Judge Jer- 
ome today, with John R. Potts, the wit- 
ness of yesterday, again on the stand. 
His testimony brought out nothing new. 

Dr. Walker Curry, who attended Mr. 
Rice in his last illness, was sick and un- 
able to attend court. The judge and at- 
torneys therefore went to Dr. Curry’s 
residence and his examination took place 
He testified that he had known 

In 1896 he 
also treated 


there. 
Rice for about eight years. 
had attended his wife. He 
Jones, Rice’s valet-secretary. 

What did you prescribe for Jones?“ 
asked the assistant district attorney. 

“I prescribed a tonic and protolodide of 
mercury in pills of 1-5 grain each. I gave 
him a bottle of 100 pills. One day he told 
me his pills were out. I told him to get 
another bottle.“ hes 

Patrick and Rice’s Doctor. 

Dr. Curry testified that Patrick came 
to his office on the evening of Septem- 
ber 2 and told him that Rice was sick. 
On the following Saturday Patrick called 
at Dr. Curry’s house and asked him how 


Rice was. 

“T told him,“ said the witness, what 
Jones had told me, that Rice was under 
great mental strain and that if the worst 
came he should not be surprised, but I 
also told him that if no complications 
set in there was no reason why Rice 
should not recover. I told him to wait 
until Monday and see. He asked me if 
I thought Rice could come down town 
sometime during the following week. I 
then told him there was no reason why 
he should not be able to be there.” 

“Did Patrick state the reason why he 
wanted Rice down town?“ 

„He did not.“ 

“Did you ever 
Rice?“ 

I did not.“ 

Was there any 
not do 80?“ 

„Jones told me not to mention Patrick 
to Mr. Rice.“ 

The testimony was objected to but Mr. 
Osborne said ‘he would connect it with 
other testimony to prove a conspiracy 
between Patrick and Jones. 

A long statement by Dr. Curry was 
then read stating the circumstances and 
connection of Dr. Curry with the last 
disease of the late Mr. Rice. 


Old Man Rolled in Blanket. 

In his statement Dr. Curry says that 
the mode of exercise of the old million- 
aire at the time he was called in con- 
sisted of rolling in a blanket on the floor 
for two hours after rising. Dr. Curry 
said he put a stop to this as it caused 
vertigo. Dr. Curry said that Rice was 
strong and well preserved for his age 
and improved greatly under his treat- 
ment, but that he worried much about 
the Galveston disaster and the burning 
of some mills. The statement describes 
at length the circumstances surrounding 
the death of Rice and what occurred be- 
tween Dr. Cugry, Patrick and Jones at 
the time. The closing paragraph of the 
statement reads: 

„Mr. Rice’s death was from the mental 
strain on his nerve force, he being 86 
years old. His heart being weak and it 
being of slow action.“ 

“What did you prescribe for Rice from 
the 8th of August to September?“ asked 
Mr. Osborne. 

Well,“ the doctor replied, Jones 
brought me a bottle containing about 500 
pills which he said Mr. Rice had been 
taking to cure his deafness. Jones said 
Rice was taking them before going to 
bed at night and that he did not care to 
have him take anything which he did 
not know the nature of. I then pre- 
scribed four drops of nux vomica to give 
him at night. He did not need a great 
deal of medicine.“ 

“Did you give him any mercury?’ ask- 
ed Mr. Osborne. 

No,“ the doctor replied. 

Lawyer Moore asked the witness if he 
still believed. that Mr. Rice died from 
natural causes. 

J do,“ said Dr. Curry. 

An adjournment was taken until Mon- 
day.

Charles Rice, who lives in Muncie, Ind., 
under the name of Carl Carlson, arrived 
here today to claim part of the fortune of 
William Marshal Rice. He says he is the 
son of John H. Rice, a brother of William 
M. Rice. According tO young Rice, his 
mother’s first husband was Carl G. Carl- 
son, whom she married in Muncie 30 years 
ago. A year or two after her marriage to 
Carlson she went to live with John H. 
Rice, and two years later Charles Rice 
was born, Carlson diéd in 1880, accord- 
ing to young Rice, and his mother and 
Rice were married two years later. His 
mother died April 6th, 1890, in New York. 
Rice died in 1888.

The only discordant note in the ac- 
claim given General Funston for his 
capture of Aguinaido comes from the 
little crowd of New Englanders for 
which one Erving Winslow seems to 
be spokesman. So great is their inter- 
est in the Filipinos that they can see 
no virtue in the daring feat of this 
brilliant American fighter. 

The trouble with these people must 
be in the region of the liver. They are 
against everything and everybody. 
Thy are chronic croakers and their 
support of any cause is to its injury. 
The question whether this govern- 
ment should undertake a policy of 
operating colonial dependencies is in 
no sense involved in the capture of 
Aguinaldo. There is no possible ex- 
euse for croaking over the capture, for 
expressing hope that other leaders 
may rise up to take his place, or for 
taking from the Kansan the credit 
due him, even if these men do differ 
from the administration on the ques- 
tion of future disposition of these is- 
lands. This country is at war with 
the Filipinos. The great majority of 
the people of the country in- 
dorse the position of the president 
that the war must be brought to 
an end. Funston as an Officer 
of the army has performed a most 
and performed 
it with signal ability; what sible 
reason can there be, therefore, for any 
attempt to disparage his act? 

There will be none of this croaking 
on the part of the people of the south. 
They know bravery when they see it, 
and they doff their hats to Funston. 
In going after Aguinaldo, placing him- 
self at the mercy of the natives who 
betrayed their late leader’s hiding 
place, he gave his life as unreservedly 
into the hands of his country and at 
the disposition of fate as did Hobson 
and his gallant men when they drove 
the Merrimac under the guns of the 
Spanish forts at Santiago. 

It is true, of course, that every man 
who goes into battle is just as brave, 
and we honor them all; but the oppor- 
tunity for deeds of special distinction 
cannot come to all of them. When it 
does come and the man rises equal to 
his opportunity, it is but natural that 
we should give him special praise. 

The additions to the list of brilliant 
heroes which the past three years have 
brought are many, and Funston is the 
latest.

Rof@sia Within and Without. 

There may be some truth in the 
suggestion that the Russian govern- 
ment has been rubbing a little salt in 
the Manchurian sore for the purpose 
of diverting the world’s attention from 
St. Petersburg to the far east. Cer- 
tainly the troubles the czar is experi- 
encing at home are serious enough to 
cause him great concern and of a na- 
ture to warrant the delief that he 
would rather the rest of the world did 
not ask questions concerning them. 

So far as Russia’s external troubles 
are concerned, it-can be said she has 
none at all. She is not bothering her- 
self over Manchuria, and the paper 
protests of the other powers against 
her actions in that section make no 
more impression upon her than the 
water that falls on the back of that 
duck which does duty in this much 
employed simile. England and Ger- 
many and other of the lesser robbers 
may cry out against Russia for “un- 
holy designs” upon Manchuria, but the 
ezar and his ministers only smile at it 
all. They know the record of these 
other nations. They know that what 
Russia proposes in Manchuria finds no 
end of parallels in the benevolent as- 
similation records of England and Ger- 
many and France, and even Japan. 
Russia asserts that her domination of 
Manchurian affairs is only temporary, 
and the others have no right to go 
behind the returns. 

Russia knows, too, that there is little 

danger from these paper bullets. Eng- 
land’s army is tied up in South Africa 
and she could not fight if she honestly 
desired to. Germany is not going to 
lose the present position of vantage 
from which she is able to jolly Eng- 
land on the one side and Russia on the 
other, meanwhile quietly pushing her 
trade in the territory of both nations. 
France is Russia’s ally and will be 
only too glad to do what Russia says. 
Italy and Austria—but none of the oth- 
ers count for anything. 
There is only Japan left and the bear 
will be careful not to tread upon the 
mikado’s toes. Japan is itching for a 
fight with Russia, but will find no ex- 
cuse for it unless Russia reaches far- 
ther down and crosses the borderland 
between Manchuria and Korea. Russia 
is not ready for this. Manchuria is a 
sufficiently large proposition for the 
present. There is a war party in 
Japan, it is true, and the cry is raised 
that as war with Russia is inevitable, 
it would be better to have it now than 
later; but Count Ito, the Japanese pre- 
mier, is handicapped by a parliament 
which refuses to grant the appropria- 
tion necessary to place the army and 
navy on a war basis, and Russia’s dan- 
ger from that direction seems little. 

While, however, Russia is holding 
the whip hand in the east, there are 
conditions at home which threaten the 
gravest trouble. Outbreaks of stu- 
dents in St. Petersburg and through- 
out the empire sound as if they might 
be trivial and unimportant events, but 
they are not. The radical difference 
between these Russian universities and 
those institutions from which we. get 
our ideas of what an university is and 
should be is presented briefly by a St. 
Petersburg cofrespondent of The New 
York Times, who explains: 

To form a correct idea of the existing 
Russian university system, all preconceived 
ideas derived from the American system, 
and, indeed, the British or th German 
system, must be put aside. The Russian 
autocratic form of government is reflect- 
ed to an extreme degree in the code of 
discipline prevailing at the State univer- 
sities. An inspector is appointed by 
the government to keep a close watch 
over every university. This inspector is 
assisted by a small army of assistants, 
whose duty it is to act as spies over the 
students, to note théir daily manner of 
iife and to ascertain their political opin- 
ions, They are not allowed to form clubs 
or associations of any kind or to hold 


public meetings. 
The students are all drawn from the 


poorer classes of the population, and this 
explains why these higher institutions of 
learning have always been, more or less; 
centers of Nthilism. Latterly the govern- 
ment has been striving to remedy. this 
evil by encouraging the sons of bourgeois 
families to enter the universities, and also 
by improving the material condition of 
the poorer students. It was time, indeed, 
that the government came to the rescue 
of the latter, many of whom live in the 
most abject poverty, on 4 or 5 kopecks a 
day, or about 1 cent of American money. 
It is surprising, under such circumstances, 
that Nihilism should flourish among the 
Russian educated classes. / 

The present agitation among the uni- 
versity students, which has brought 
arrest and compulsory military service 
to many of them, is something more 
re revolt against some objected to 
features of the curriculum. There {s 
no parliament in Russia where public 
affairs can be discussed, no free press 
to take up the cause of the people; the 
result is that the cry againgt oppres- 
sion comes first from the universities, 
where the students can at least think. 
The people of Russia, save those of 
the favored classes, are suffering from 
the rule of a bureauocracy intolerable 
in its methods. They have no way of 
reaching the czar with any suggestions 
of reforms, for he is so hedged in by 
this crowd of corrupt and overbearing 
officials that the petitions of progres- 
sive Russians who cry out for reforms 
never reach the czar’s ea. e. 

What this reform movement in Rus- 
sia is, how little is asked from the 
czar and how much even this little 
would mean to the downtrodden labor- 
ing people of his kingdom, is most in- 
terestingly presented by Felix Volkov- 
sky in the last issue of The Forum. 
When the present czar ascended the 
imperial throne much was expected of 
him. He ought to have been in closer

It is interesting in this connection to 
note the reforms which the students 
ask. They are embodied in these three 
propositions: 

1. That in case of force being used by 
the police a properly constituted court 
of justice should decide whether the use 
of such force was an actual necessity. 

2. That the decision of such court must 
be arrived at and made known within a 
definite time. 

3. That the rules regulating the conduct 


of the police, toward the undergraduages 
be made public. 


Here, it will be observed, there is 
not even an effort to question the 
right of the police to ply their whips 
upon the backs of the czar’s subjects. 
The only request is that this punish- 
ment shall be applied according to 
some law and not whenever it may 
suit the fancy of any drunken Cossack. 
The present troubles “were precipitated 
by the police attacking students who 
had done nothing that, by any stretch 
of the imagination, could be considered 
illegal. Their only crime was attend- 
ance upon a perfectly orderly celebra- 
tion of the anniversary of the Univer- 
sity of St. Petersburg, and even the 
doctored government reports—the only 
ones permitted to get outside of Russia 
—charge them with no nihilistic utter- 
ances and no misdeeds. 

General Vannovsky, his own official, 
who, at the instance of the czar, made 
an investigation, reported that the en- 
tire trouble was due to the acts of the 
secretary of the interior; but in re- 
turn for this report General Vannov 
sky was rebuked by the czar. His the- 
ory is that as the head of the govern- 
ment can do no wrong, neither can 
any of his underlings. The complaint 
is against these underlings, not against 
the czar. There is no effort to curtail 
his absolute power. All that is asked 
is such modest rights as obtain in the 
most autocratic of monarchies. Yet 
these requests are not simply denied; 


they are apurned away without being 


given even a hearing. 

It all sounds like a page from the 
darkest corner of the Dark Ages. Tol- 
stoi is excommunicated for daring to 
raise his voice in behalf of his fellow 
men. Could oppression go further than 
it does in Russia? Surely not. It has 
gone so far that the sympathies of all 
the best elements of Russian society 
are on the side of the students, and 
there is small wonder that even the 
czar is now alarmd. 

Russia seems to have reached a crisis 
in her internal affairs. As compared 
with her troubles at home, her exter- 
nal troubles are nothing. 


The Emperor’s Dreams. 

According to Berlin dispatches, Wil- 
lie, the emperor, has been dreaming 
some bad dreams. 

He views with concern certain hap- 
penings in Russia, and taking these in 
connection with a recent accident to 
himself, he has come to the conclusion 
that it is a bad time for a man to be 
wearing a crown out at nights. 

German newspapers are inclined to 
criticize the emperor and to declare 


the alarm which found expression in- 


his speech to his Alexander regiment 
is uncalled for. They may be right, 
but the indications point to the con- 
trary. 

With such agitation as is upsetting 
Russia, and with the unrest which is 
always prevalent in the old world mon- 
archies, there is good reason for ex- 
tra precautions on the part of those 
who regad themselves the chosen of 
the Lord to rule their fellowmen. Agi- 
tation, especially when it takes the 
form of opposition to monarchs and 
and monarchial institutions, is catch- 
ing. The blow which struck! Emperor 
William on the\cheek the other day 
may have been purely accidental, but 
the next one may nut be.

Frederick Funston is the son of & 
fighter, says The New York Press, in re- 
citing some of the interesting facts about 
the little hero. His father entered the 
clvil war as lieutenant in the Sixteenth 
Ohio battery, and served throughout the 
war, participating in many of the en- 
gagements along the Mississippi river. 
With many other Ohio men he moved to 
Kansas soon after the war end 
in farming. He got into politics in the 
early 70's and was elected successively 
to both branches of the legislature and 


to congress. 


It was while serving as a national rep- 
resentative that he acquired the sobri- 
quet of “Foghorn,” which has clung to 
him ever since, and refers to the qualitv 
of his voice. His only son, Frederick, 
at an early age took an interest in his 
father’s campaigns, less because he cared 
for politics than because they gave him a 
good chance to “scrap’’ with the sons of 
men who were-opposed politically to his 
father. He ran into a political meeting 
at Fort Scott, Kan., when he was sixten 
years old, and that gave him an opportu- 
nity to prove his mettle. 

‘The speakers were assailing his father 
avith all the force and venom that charac: 
terize campaign orators, and Fred listen- 
ed with close if not respectful attention. 
When the speakers had’ finished He said 
that he had a few remarks to make about 
“Foghorn” Funston, and, as he knew him 
pretty well, they might be worth hearing. 
The crowd thought otherwise, but Fred 
carried his point and began to tell funny 
stories about his father until the crowd 
was in a humor to listen to whatever he 
might say. 

Then he got.in a political speech, and 
although the leaders tried to ston him, 
heskept right on and carried his audience 
with him. This was his first political 
speech and his first public scrap. He 
wanted to be a real soldier, and he beg- 
ged his father to appoint him to à ca- 
detship at West Point. He was told that 
he could have it if he won in the com- 
petitive examination. Confident that he 
could make a first rate officer, Fred had 
no doubt of the issue, and went into the 
examination with the idea that he would 
come out of it with a West Point ap- 
pointment. 

But there was a farmer's son who had 
paid more attention to his books and less 
to scraps who easily outclassed young 
Funston and rot the appointment. Lieu- 
tenant Crawford he is now, and has 
sailed with the Twenty-fir~’ infantry for 
Manila, where he may be assigned to 
Funston’s brigade. 


Disappointed in his West Point ambi- 
tions, Funston entered Kansas state uni- 
versity. He was not fond of grinding at 
his books, and although he did not 
wholly “slump,” he made no record as 
a scholar, and did not take a degree. He 
entered into college sports with zest, and 
was known as a fellow who was ready 
for anything in the way of excitement. 
He couldn't yell much for the college, 
because his voice was too soft and mild 
for that, but he could hit it uy with the 
best of them for “Old Jayhawk.’’ In 
the struggles between town and gown” 
Funston was always conspicuous among 
the student forces. 

One night a bie darky bully known as 
Bad Bill” set forth, with his razor in 
hand, to clear the streets of any students 
who might be abroad. People were ac- 
customed to let “Bad Bult“ have his way 
when he started out on an errand of that 
sort, but Fred was not of that mind; 80. 
when he came face to face with the bully 
who was fully twice his size, instead of 
running from him, he rushed upon him, 
and, drawing a revolver from his ~ocket 
said: 1 don't want to hurt you, but if 
you don’t drop that ragpr, I'll shoot.“ 
Bill stopped in sheer amazement and 
started to back. 

Stop!“ piped little Funston. The ne- 
gro obeyed, and the boy marched him off 
to prison, where he was locked up for 
the night and fined the next day. 


That settled it for the negro, but Fred 
Funston had more trouble ahead. The 
university faculty objected to the stu- 
dents carrying firearms and forbade Fun- 
ston from doing so in the future. He 
treated this rule with cilm indifference 
and only his father’s influence saved him 
from expulsion. 

When he left college, voluntarily, he 
tried his hand at newspaper work, that 
seeming to Offer as good an opportunity 
as any in sight for scraps. He got a po- 
sition on the Fort Smith (Ark.) Tribune, 
but found the work humdrum until his 
ed‘tor-in-chief went away and gave him 
a chance to express his opinions in an 
editorial, and, as these opinions happehed 
to be contrary to the policy of the paper 
and to the views of the majority of the 
townspeople, they created a lively and 
general indignation, and the threat was 
made that The Tribune building should 
be burned, as it doubtless would have 
been if the editor had not returned in 
the nick of time to save the situation and 
dismiss Funston from his, 

“I thought it vould turn out that way,“ 
coolly observed the young man, “but I 
hated the job, my boarding house and the 
town, and 1 thought I might as well stir 
things up and have a little fun before 1° 
ect." 


Funston was out of a job for some time 
thereafter; then he became a railroad 
conductor on the Santa Fe line. In that 
capacity he had some fun with the cow- 
boys. When they started out to run the 
trein and to run things their own way 
they found a small but determined young 
man, who enforced his objections by 
means which were an improvement on 
their cwn. 

One time he was not satisfied with driv- 
ing a bumptious cowboy from the train, 
but stopped the train while he pursued 
him for a long distance, For this he was 
reprimanded by the superintendent, und, 
concitvding that with such restrictions 
railroading was too slow, he gave it up. 

Soon afterwards he got a job in the 
agricultural department. but that was 
still less to his liking, and he welcomed 
the offer to accompany a botanical ex- 
pedition to De kota, and later a geological 
expedition to Death Valley, in southern 
California. He didn’t know much about 
botany or geology to start with, but he 
knew how to achieve the ends that he 
set out for, and the department was de- 
lighted with his success. 

The hardships of the trip had proved 
too much for half of the exploring party, 
but Funston thrived on them. He 
marched through Death Valley with a 
company of gieasy Shoshones, and when 
he came out the only accurate survey of 
that region ever made was completed. 

On cne occasion the party Was lost for 
some time ih the sterile labyrinths of the 
district and nearly perished of thirst. 
Aside from his official duties, Funston 
made some interesting anthropological 
observations, which he afterwards wrote 
up for the magazines. 


He again Grifted into newspaper work 
in Kansas City, but was out of it again 
in a few months. 

In 1892 he was sent to Alaska, where he 
arrived in a blizzard, passed alone over 
the Chilkoot Pass, built a .

Mr. J. S. Davis, of The Herald staff, is 
an authority on Flint river literature. In 
referring to the fact just noted he says: 

“In the western portion of the county 
is located . estate that is of interest 
chiefly from the fact that it has long been 
in the possession of the descendents of 
the man whose philanthropy the United 
States owes Alexander Hamilton and his 
forceful influence in shaping the govern- 
ment, Mr. Cruger, an ancestor of Mr. 
Nicholas Cruger of today, was an officer 
in the British afmy, stationed in one of 
the West Indies. His attention was at- 
tracted to an unusually clever eccount of 
a hurricane of exceptional fury and de- 
structiveness that swept the isiand. In- 
quiry discovered that it wag written by 
a young Hamilton whom be found to be 
poor. He was so impressed with the tal- 
ents and promise of the boy that he ar- 
ranged to have him go to New York to 
be educated. After receiving his educa- 
tion, Alexander Hamilton became a citi- 
zen of this country. It happened that 
Mr. Nicholas Cruger, his grandson, came 
from Charleston to make his home in this 
favored spot of earth. Jie bought a fine 
estate of 4,000 acres of the best and in the 
country, improved it until it was one of 
the best appointed in the south. For it 
he refused an offer of $90,900 in gold, made 
in 1867 by the English Cotton Company. 
The old home is not what it used to be, 
for the splendid mansion has been burned, 
yet the many comfortable cabins that 
compose the negro quarter afford some 
idea of its former character.”

Mr. Davis describes the Flint valley as 
rivaling the glories of the Mississippi un- 
der the old patriarchal system. The Jor- 
dan plantation held 1,401 slaves, but the 
richest and most magnificent masters of 
men were the heads of the Bond family, 
concerning which Mr. Davis says: 
Louis Bond was the father of Joe 
Bond, the richest planter Georgia ever 
knew. His home place was not palatial, 
and about it there is nothing uncanny, 
and, like most of the other homes of the 
section, is interesting chiefly from the as- 
sociation of a striking personality. Mr. 
Joe Bond had more than 1,500 slaves, and 
was a humane master, exercising his pre- 
rogative not imperiously but graciously. 
He was a fine type of his class, of mag- 
nificent physique and cultured mind. Ags 
illustration of the kindly interest and care 
for his human property, he gave Lig life 
in avenging a wrong to one of thelr num- 
ber. An overseer had, without warrant, 
whipped one of his negroes. It was re- 
ported to Mr, Bond, who, being indignant, 
went to a neighboring plantation and, 
finding the overseer with hands in 
the field, upbraided him, striking 
him with a riding whip. The 
overseer pulled out a pistol and shot 
Mr. Bond, who, falling, soon expired, with 
his head pillowed in the lap of a faithful 
black. The home place of Mr. Bond is 
now owned by Dr. W. A. Duncan, of 
Syracuse, N. T., who rurenased it in 
1889, just before he organized the Georgia 
chautauqua.“ On the plantation, hidden 
in the dgfise growths of the years gone 
by, stands a collossal marble monument 
to the defender of his slave.

All these scenes are in great contrast to 
the changes now going on. The men of 
the old day battled to regain themselves, 
but failed and their descendents are gen- 
erally scattered. The lands were for a 
time abandoned to the blacks, and it once 
looked as if the richest agricultural re- 
gion of Georgia was about to be given 
up to them. But the Caucastan, going 
forth into all sections of the world for 
conquest, was not to be held back in this 
country. The white man has reasserted 
himself and that without any injustice 
the blacks. The latter have benefited by 
a renewal of order and thrift, with which 
they are happy and contented. The form- 
er has given the mastery of his mind to 
the reclamation of lands cnce so profit- 
able, and the second age of Flint valley 
civilization will not suffer in comparison 
with the first.

King Edward VIT has recently appoint- 

ed Dr. A. F. Winningten-Ingram to the 

of bishop of London, which pays 

the salary of $50,000 a year, in 

addition to the high ecclesiastical honors 
which it confers. 

Lord Salisbury opposed the appointment 
of Dr. Winnington-Ingram, preferring 
some other church dignitary, but King 
Edward overruled his objections. The 
fortunate divine who is thus elevated to 
one of the most exalted positions in the 
Church of England is now in the prime of 
his career, being only forty-five years of 
age and possessed of great physical and 
intellectual vigor. From the office of 
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bishop of London he may eventually suc- 
ceed to the supreme honors of archbishop 
of Canterbury, as the present incumbent 
of the archbishop’s chair arose in this 
manner. Great satisfaction is expressed 
in church circles over the action of King 
Edward in appointing Dr. Winnington- 
Ingram as bishop of London. 

Formerly suffragan bishop of Stepney, 
Dr. Winnington-Ingram has lived in close 
contact with the poor of London for many 
years and has been instrumental in rais- 
ing large sums of money for the benefit 
of the ‘‘submerged tenth.“ He is eloquent, 
scholarly, sympathetic and devout and 
enjoys wide popularity and ‘influence 
throughout London. Though his labors 
have been chiefly among the poor of the 
metropolis, some of his warmest support- 
ers are among the wealthy classes who 
have liberally supplied him with means 
for carrying on his work.

City Attorney Thinks That the Reed 
‘Measure Would Make General 
Ordinance of 1899 Ef- 
fective When Grants 

Are Made. | 


After a debate consuming nearly three 
hours yesterday afternoon a majority of 
the members of the ordinance committee 
decided to recommend favorably the pass- 
age of Councilman Reed's ordinance de- 
signed to better define the provisions cf 
the general ordinance of August, 1799, and 
cause the Atlanta Railway and Pcwer 
Company to pay a percentage cf its gross 
receipts into the city treasury as scon as 
it shall have applied for and received ad- 
ditional grants. 

The general ordinance is not effective 
until the present grants of that company 
expire. The Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany cannot be made to pay a part of its 
gross receipts until the ther compt ny 
has been brought under the provisions of 
the ordinance. Councilman Reed's ordi- 
nance, so thinks the city attorney, who 
drew it, will, if adopted, bring the power 
company under the yeneral ordinence 
as soon as it puts in a new «witch, turn 
out, double track or consolidates with 
any other company. 

Councilman Kontz, chairman cf the or- 
finance committee, stated that he had 
een in favor of the Reed ordinance, but 
did not believe it would hring the compa- 
Ries under the general ordinance in case 
of consolidation, and further that the tax 
committee now has under consideretion 
an ordinance practically covering : he mat- 
ter. He was in favor of deferring action 
on the Reed ordinance until the other 
matter had been settled. In view of the 
action of the committee he will make a 
minority report to council and during the 
session of that body on Monday after- 
noon will give his reasons for so doing. 

The members signing the favorable re- 
port were Alderman Johnson, Councilman 
Reed, the author of the ordinance, and 
Oouncilman Hill. 

Car Companies Represented. 
Both street car companies were repre- 
~~ gented at the meeting yesterday. Joel 
Hurt, Ernest Woodruff, Colonel W. T. 
Moyers, Preston Arkwright, Nym Hurt 
» and Frank M. Zimmerman were present 
at some time during the hearing. 

Councilman Reed made a forceful speech 
in favor of his ordinante and declared 
that he felt positive it would accomplish 
all that had been claimed for it. He stated 
that the city should receive a revenue 
from the franchises that had been grant- 
ed free to companies that had now 
valuable property, 

Alderman Johnson declared that none of 
the companies having valuable franchises 
were paying one-fifth the amount of taxes 
that the city should receive. He said he 
wanted to see the city get something from 
the street railway companies in the event 
of a consolidation of interests. 

Joel Hurt stated that his company had 
paid more taxes into the city treasury 
than was generally supposed. He said 
the Reed ordinance would not be effective 

in case of a consolidation and that the 
city could not collect any more under that 
ordinance than it can at present. Mr. 
Hurt said that the result would be that 
the company would not extend its Enes 
and that the city would be the loser in the 
long run. 

Other gentlemen had something to say 
about the proposed ordinance and the 
discussion brought out many matters that 
have been considered at former meetings 
of the ordinance and tax committees. 
The Reed ordinance is as follows:

Section |. Be it ordained by the mayor and

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PEYTON ROAD BRIDGE 


WAS WASHED AWAY 


As a result of the storm of last Tuesday 
morning, Eutoy creek played a strange 
prank with the Peyton road bridge, which 
spans the stream about five miles from 
the city. The swollen stream lifted the 
bridge from its piers, turned it around 
and with the assistance of a large tree 
set the structure down lengthwise in the 
middie of the creek. 

The bridge would in all probability have 
been swept entirely away from its posi- 
tion and destroyed had it not been for 
the tree. After the storm the creek was 
converted into a raging torrent, which 
overflowed its banks and swept into the 
adjacent lands.

DeKalb County Farmer Sues To Re- 
cover Portion of Money Paid 
for Farm.

Pear] Treadwell to recover $198.41. Webb 
alleges that he purchased a farm from 
Mrs, Treadwell, who at that time was 
Miss Pearl Crockett, and he claims that 
he paid her more than the contract speci-:

Death’s Visits in Sleep. 

New York Herald: The frequent occur- 
rence of apoplexy during sleep was illus- 
trated in the case of Colonel Albert D. 
Shaw. He had made a patriotic speech 
during the evening and had retired in 
apparently good health. In his instance 
there was a combination of causes to 
bring about the result—a banquet. mental 
excitement, probable indigestion and a 
coincident lowering of vital tone. 

In some respects the circumstances were 
similar to those attending the demise of 
Henry Geogge, who was likewise stricken 
after forced efforts on the platform. 

Why the accident in question should oc- 
cur at a time when all the bodily func- 
tions are seemingly at rest is at first 
thought somewhat difficult to explain. 
When, however, the arteries of the brain 
become brittle by age the slightest change 
of bleod pressure is often enough to pre- 
cipitate a rupture of those vessels and 
cause the escape of a clot either upon the 
surface or into the substance of the 
brain. 

High mental tension, being always asso- 
ciated with congestion, is in itself an 
active predisposing cause of apoplexy. 
This condition is apt to continue during 
a more or less troubled sleep, and with 
an overtired nervous system there is less 
resistance to over-stretching of the cere- 
bial arteries than during the waking 
hours. Nature, instead of rebounding, 
simply succumbs. The fullness of the ves- 
sels increases until the final break oc- 
curs. 

Generally the effusion of blood is suf- 
ficiently large to be followed by instantan- 
eous death, causing one sleeptopass quiet- 
ly into thg other. As evidence of this 
peaceful ending, it is often noticed that 
the patients are lying on the side, with 
bed clothes undisturbed and with counte- 
nances perfectlw calm.

WEW DEPOT PROVIDED FOR REEVES 


Waycross Air Line and Georgia Pine 
May Be Put in the 
Fourth Class. 


Perhaps the most important matter that 
caine up before the railroad commission 
for consideration at the monthly meeting 
yesterday was the complaint of the Tif- 
ton, Thomasville and Gulf railroad 
against the Georgia Northern because the 
latter road refused to receive freight 
from the former at Moultrie, routed to 
points on the Georgia Northern’s line. 

Only two members of the commission 
were present, Chairman T. C. Crenshaw 
and Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, Hon. 
Pope Brown being in Valdosta in attend- 
ance on the Georgia Baptist convention. 
Hon. W. S. Humphries, of Moultrie. ap- 
peared for the Georgia Northern. accom- 
panied by C. W. Pidcock. superintendent 
of the line. For the Tifton. Thomasville 
and Gulf there appeared Hon. N. E. Har- 
ris and Hon. Washington Dessau, of 
Macon: Vice President Hightower and 
Freight Agent Rudicil. 

The complaint was to the effect that the 
Georgia Northern had refused to accept 
freight from the Tifton, Thomasville and 
Gulf railroad at Moultrie, which freight 
was routed to points on the Georgia 
Northern, because it wanted to force the 
shipment of freight around by Valdosta 
and get the long haul itse?f. 

After considerable discussion before 
the commission a tentative agreement 
was reached between the representatives 
of the two lines by which it was provided 
that the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf 
should not solicit or seek any freight for 
points on the Georgia Northern via Moul- 
trie. and the Georgia Northern in return 
would not refuse to accept any freight 
which might come that way without 
solicitation. It was agreed under these 
conditions also that the Tifton. Thomas- 
ville and Gulf rallroad should dis- 
miss its case against the Georgia North- 
ern. This agreement will become effect- 
ive when it is signed by the officials of 
the companies interested. W. C. Dennis, 
assistant general freight agent of the 
Plant system, is named as arbitrator in 
the matter. 

Other Matters Disposed Of. 

General Agent J. S. B. Thompson, for 
the Southern, appeared before the com- 
mission and agreed to build a depot at 
Reeves. Ga., near Rome, to cost $300, 
plans to be approved by the commission.

The prison commission, ft is stated on 
the other hand, has no desire to exact 
any more from the Fulton county au- 
thorities than from any of the other 
counties of the state: at the same time it 
is considered that there is no reason why 
any favoritism should be showed Fulton 
county, or why less should be demanded 
from it than from the other counties. 

While it is no doubt true that Fulton 
county has one of the best conducted 
camps in the state. this is considered all 
the more reason why the fulton authori- 
ties should conform to the law with re- 
gard to making these reports. It will be 
a good example for the other counties. 

Officials at the office of the prison com- 
mission say it is a mistake about having 
to get a bookkeeper to make out these 
monthly reports. These reports are meré- 
ly abstracts from the records which 
should Se taken by every county. It 
simply requires that a report be made out 
monthly from these records showing the 
name, county, age, color, sex, crime, time 
received, term of sentence, when dis- 
charged, deaths, escapes, recaptures, par- 
dons, casualties, conduct and the offense, 
date and extent of any punishment in- 
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flicted in the case of each convict. In the 
case Of Fulton county. which, it is said. 
has about 300 convicts, it is asserted that 
it should take no more than a day to 
make out such a report. 

The prison commission is not required 
by law to furnish the blanks on which to 
make out these reports, but rather than 
have any trouble about the matter it 
would willingly furnish the printed and 
ruled blanks, as one of the commissioners 
has stated. 

The Fulton county commissioners did 
not offer any objection to the rules pro- 
mulgated for the government of misde- 
meanor convicts at the time they were 
sent out by the prison commission and 
the commission took it for granted that 
they would comply with all the rules, in- 
cluding the furnishing of these reports. 
The commission hopes that after a care- 
ful consideration of the matter the com- 
missioners wil] take this view of the 
case.

Attorney L. J. Glenn will make a fight 
against the disbarment proceedings re- 
cently instituted against him in the su- 
perior court and will endeavor to retain 
the privilege to practice law in Georgia.

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ABUSE OF STRYCHNINE, 


WIEN an ignorant outsider ventures 

© criticise the general use of 
deadly drugs by physicians, he is 
usually met by sneers or abuse, but 
when a member of the medical fraternity 
undertakes to “talk out in meeting,” we 
presume that even the physicians will 
agree that there is some ground for ot} 
jection. In this connection the following 
from The Army and Navy Journal is of 
interest: “Major and Surgeon Philip F. 
Harvey, U. S. A., writing from Zamboan- 
ga, P. I., records some interesting obser 
vations on the toxic effects of some com- 
mon drugs, in The New York Medical 
Journal of January 26. While he notes a 
growing tendency toward greater conser- 
vatism in the treatment of chronic all- 
ments by the use of drugs, he is not blind 
to the disposition to push certain medi- 
cinal substances to and beyond their phy- 
siological tolerance, Dr. Harvey's mi- 
tary experience is responsible for the 
striking figure of his statement that 
‘many times we are in too great a hurry 
to achieve a certain end, and in conse- 
quence overload the bridge we rely on to 
carry us over; very much as a captain 
does when he marches his company in 
columns across a weak bridge, which 
breaks down under the load, but which 
would have taken the company over safe- 
ly in single file.’ 

“Discussing strychnine, Major Harvey 
says: ‘During the Spanish-American war 
typhoid fever made sad havoc among our 
troops, especially in our home camps. 
I know from personal observation in some 
instances, and from report in others, that 
administering of strychnine as a heart 
tonic became in many hospitals a routine 
treatment in that disease. From the ef- 
fects it produced in certain patients who 

came under my observation as a consult- 
ant, I am of opinion that many lives were 
sacrificed to its injudicious use. In every 
instance the suspension of the strychaine 
sufficed to restore the heart function to @ 
more normal condition.’ The long contin- 
ued use of strychnine in typhoid fever is 
regarded by him as fraught with danger, 
for the reason that it spurs on an organ 
which is undergoing a progressive weak- 
ening from the toxic assaults made upon 
it by the disease and hastens the advent 
of cardiac exhaustion. Dr. Harvey says 
that he has many times seen cases in 
which quinine acted as a poison, with 
symptoms familiar to all experienced 
practitioners.”
